Dear Sir or Madam: 

This response is respectfully submitted on behalf of Respondent Emil Henry to the Complaint 
filed on October 1,2015, in the above-referenced Matter Under Review.' 

The allegations in the Complaint, filed by the American Democracy Legal Fund ("ADLF") 
against Mr. Henry, Mr. John Ellis "Jeb" Bush, Jeb 2016, Inc. ("Jeb 2016"), and Mr. Fred E. 
Cooper, include fatal factual errors which preclude the Commission from finding reason to 
believe Mr. Henry violated the Federal Election Campaign Act, 52 U.S.C. §§ 30101, et seq. 
("FECA" or the "Act"). The Commission should therefore find no reason to believe that Mr. 
Henry violated FECA and the Complaint should be dismissed and the matter closed without 
further action. 

BACKGROUND 

Mr. Henry is the founder, CEO, and Managing Partner of Tiger Infi-astructure Partners, a private 
equity firm investing in mid-market infrastructure assets in North America and Europe. 
Henry has had a long and distinguished career in the financial services industry and in public 
service, having seived as an Assistant Secretary of the Treasury in the George W. Bush

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administration and as the Treasury attach^ to the President's Working Group on Financial 
Markets. 

On October 1,2015, ADLF filed a Complaint alleging that agents working on behalf of Mr. 
Bush and his principal 2016 presidential campaign committee, Jeb 2016, including Mr. Henry, 
violated FECA's non-federal fund limitations (colloquially referred to as "soft-money" 
limitations), by "soliciting, receiving, directly [.ric.], transferring, and/or spending funds" in 
connection to a federal election outside of the limitations, prohibitions, and reporting 
requirements of the Act while serving in the capacity of an agent to Mr. Bush's federal election 
campaign. 

The Complaint specifically alleges that Mr. Henry co-hosted an event for Jeb 2016 on June 24, 
2015, and on June 29,2015, nearly a week later, made an in-kind catering contribution of 
$1,224.41 to Right to Rise USA PAC ("Right to Rise"), an independent expenditure-only ' 
conunittee organized to support Mr. Bush's federal candidacy.^ In so doing, the Complaint 
alleges that Mr. Henry was actively involved in fundraising for Jeb 2016 while "simultaneously 
participat[ing] in events raising money outside of the federal limitations and source restrictions 
fbr.Right to Rise."^ The Complaint alleges that the Act prohibits Mr. Henry from participating in 
"a Right to Rise soft money event" in his capacity as an agent for Mr. Bush's presidential 
campaign." 

DISCUSSION 

The Commission should find there is no reason to believe that Mr. Henry violated the Act. The 
factual allegations in the Complaint as to the timing of Mr. Henry's in-kind contribution to Right 
to Rise are simply erroneous; the actual timeline precludes a finding that Mr. Henry violated 
FECA. Accordingly, the Commission should find there is no reason to believe Mr. Heiuy 
committed any violation of 52 U.S.C. § 30125(e)(l).^

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A "no reason to believe" finding is proper when the complaint, any response filed by the 
respondent, and any publicly available information, taken together, "fail to give rise to a 
reasonable inference that a violation has occurred, or even if the allegations were true, would not 
constitute a violation of law."® Specific examples of where a "no reason to believe" finding 
would be appropriate include when "a violation has been alleged, but the respondent's response 
or other evidence demonstrates that no violation has occurred."^ 

The Complaint's central allegation against Mr. Henry is that he made an in-kind contribution of 
$1,224.41 for catering to Right to Rise nearly a week after co-hosting a Jeb 2016 fundraiser. 
However, this allegation is predicated entirely on Right to Rise's semi-annual report, filed on 
July 31,2015, which erroneously reported the contribution as-being,received on June 29,2015.* 
In reality, Mr. Henry made the in-kind contribution of $1,224.41 to Right to Rise for the catering 
of breakfast for 16 guests at the Links Cliib in New York on March 13,2015? 

Mr. Bush's statement of candidacy and the registration documents for Jeb 2016, which are 
publicly available FEC records, demonstrate that Mr. Henry's contribution to Right to Rise in 
March 2015 occurred several months before Mr. Bush became a candidate for president. Mr. 
Bush did not register as a candidate for the 2016 presidential election with the FEC until June 15, 
2015, more than three months after the Links Club breakfast catered by Mr. Henry. The same 
day he .announced his candidacy, Mr. Bush designated Jeb 2016 as his presidential campaign 
coramittiee.'® 

The above facts are patently fatal to the Complaint because they demonstrate that its underlying 
allegations are premised on a mistake regarding the timing of the events. Complainant's

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allegations that Mr. Henry improperly solicited sofl-money while serving as an agent of Mr. 
Bush are premised entirely bn the erroneously alleged temporal relationship between Mr. 
Henry's service rs a co-host at a Jiine 24,2015 Jeb 2016 fundraising event," and the breakfast 
event at which he provided an.in-kind contribution of $1,224.41 to Right to Rise.'^ To repeat, 
the record plainly demonstrates that Mr. Henry's in-kind contribution to Right to Rise actually 
predated Mr. Bush's federal candidacy and the creation of Jeb 2016 by more than three months, 
making it both factually and legally impossible for Mr. Henry to have been an agent of the 
campaign at the time the Right to lUse contribution was made.'^ 

For the foregoing reasons, it is urged that the Commission find there is no reason to believe Mr. 
H^nry violated the Act. The Complaint should be promptly dismissed and the matter closed with 
no further action taken.

Other thari'the erroneously alleged proximity in time between the Jeb 2016 campaign event and the 
Right'to Rise event, the Complaint is devoid of any factual allegations that Mr. Henry was acting with the.actual 
authority of Mr. Bush in raising soft-money funds for Right to Rise, or that Mr^ Henry was, in any way, acting at the 
request or suggestion of Mr Bush. See Fed'l Election Comm'n Adv. Op. 2015-09 at 7 (holding that "[ijnidviduals 
who are ageiits of federal candidates may solicit nonfederal funds" to independent expenditure-only organizations 
when doing so "on their own" and "not at the request or suggestion" of federal candidates); see also Fed'l Election 
Comm'n Adv. Op. 2003-09 at 5 (citing 11 C.F.R. § 200.2(b)(3)) (observing that for the purposes of FECA, agency 
relationships are limited to those of "actual authority, either express or implied... to solicit, receive, direct, 
transfer, or spend funds in connection with any election").
